A Copy of the Popish Articles of Faith, made 
ut the Council of Trent. 


In the Rebellion in Ireland in the year 1798, 
in an engagement between the rebels and a 
party of the British forces, there was a soldier 
taken prisoner by the rebels, and kept among 
them for the purpose of managing their can- 
non. This soldicr kept a journal of all that 
was acted by them—he says in his journal that 
in the battle of Arklow, in the county of Wick- 
jow, Father Murphy was slain, and on him was 
found the Popish 35 articles of faith.

When they were assembled, they all 
erossed themselves, saying, ‘we ac- 
knowledge these our articles, in pre- 
sence of Christ’s vicar, cuz Lord God 
the Pope, and in the presence of the 
Holy Primates, Bishops, Monks, Fri- 
ars, and Priests.’ ° 

ARTICLE 2d. 

We acknowledge that we can make 
vice virtue, and virtue vice, according 
to our pleasure. :
